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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's representative states that Koskal 
et al. do not disclose that both the program to be corrected and the correction code are stored in the same electrically erasable 
programmable memory. In response, it is noted that the program recited in the claims is never explicitly stated that is it the program to be 
corrected, and further, when the patch code is required, the patch code is copied to RAM, of which is electrically erasable programmable 
memory, and from there executed in place of the original instructions. Note col. 2 lines 41-47. As such, there is a program to be executed 
(the patch code) which is stored into RAM when needed, and executed from that same electrically erasable programmable memory for 
purposes of executing in place of erroneous instructions. Therefore, Koskal does disclose that correction code and an executed program 
having instructions are stored in the same electrically erasable programmable memory. 
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
